Second  February 
Lecture  Censures 
Investing  Public 

Mr.  Sterling  Surrey 
Foresees  Catastrophe 
Equal  to  Last  Crash 

Likening  the  investor  to  the  dog 
in  the  fable  dropping  a  bone  into 
the  water  in  the  hope  of  greater 
prey,  Mr.  Sterling  Surrey,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  commerce,  in 
the  second  of  the  four  February 
Lectures  on  Sunday  afternoon  at 
Residence  Hall  presaged  a  specula¬ 
tive  boom,  equal  to  the  one  which 
ended  in  disaster  in  1929  and  warn¬ 
ed  that  investors  had  learned  noth¬ 
ing  from  their  bitter  experiences 
during  the  decade  of  the  twenties. 

“In  the  past,  the  mass  investor 
not  only  lacked  the  necessary  know¬ 
ledge  for  successful  investment,  but 
was  also  completely  unaware  of  the 
existence  of  such  knowledge,”  Mr., 
Surrey  said.  “There  is  no  evidence 
to  indicate  that  he  has  received  any 
appreciable  education  since  the  dec¬ 
ade  of  the  twenties.  The  new  mass 
investor  reasons  that  with  the  as¬ 
surance  of  government  protection 
in  the  securities  market,  the  necess¬ 
ity  for  investment  knowledge  is  re¬ 
moved.  But  the  notion  that  the1 
government  is  now  the  protector  of 
the  mass  investor  is  a  complete  il¬ 
lusion.  Under  the  illusion  of  gov¬ 
ernment  protection,  the  mass  in¬ 
vestor  once  again  bedomes  prey  to  a 
self-made  speculative  boom,  to  be 
followed  by  the  inevitable  crash.” 

Taking  as  his  topic  "The  Invest¬ 
ing  Public  or  New  Bait  for  Old," 
Mr.  Surrey,  'before  an  audience  com¬ 
posed  of  students,  faculty  members 
and  townspeople  contrasted  the 
spirit  of  the  twenties  with  its  rise 
in  speculation  and  over-confidence 
with  the  resulting  feeling  of  disap¬ 
pointment  and  bitter  dillusion 
among  investors.  Rather  than  put 
the  full  blame .  for  the  casting  to 
the  winds  of  caution  and  security 
during  that  “golden  era”  on  bank¬ 
ers,  security  brokers,  and  corpora¬ 
tions,  Mr.  Surrey  advised  his  listen¬ 
ers  to  seek  part  of  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  in  the  Coo  fertile  and  misdirect¬ 
ed  imagination  of  the  average  in¬ 
vestor,  in  the  clumsiness  with  which 
he  selected  his  securities,  utilized 
his  unrealized  profits,  and  day¬ 
dreamed  himself  into  the  conviction 
that  he  was  living  in  an  era  devoid 
of  poverty  and  abundant  in  all  of 
the  desirable  luxuries  which  mod¬ 
ern  science  had  achieved. 

As  reasons  for  the  astonishing  ex¬ 
tension  of  credit  and  the  amazing 
rush  of  investors  dining  the  “mad 
decade”,  Mr.  Surrey  pointe  Co  three 
separate  causes:  the  removal  of 
banking  checks  and  safeguards,  in  a 
time  when  bonds  were  discarded  as 
a  proper  investment  medium  and 
replaced  by  inferior  common  stock, 
the  mass  acceptance  of  a  new  in¬ 
vestment  theory  which  placed  the 
emphasis  upon  profit  regardless  of 
security,  and  the  unusual  psychol¬ 
ogy  of  the  twenties,  which,  in  re¬ 
action  to  the  intensive  national  co¬ 
operation  of  the  world  war  years, 
had  returned  to  the  innate'  Ameri¬ 
can  individualism  and  developed  a 
decided  attitude  of  indifference  to 
the  outside  world. 

“Coincident  with  our  renewed  in¬ 
dividualism  an'd  our  new  founded 
indifference,  we  developed  a  definite 
sense  of  futility”,  Mr.  Surrey  ex¬ 
plained.  "We  were  iconvinced  that 
the  World  was  destined  to  be  dis¬ 
cordant.  We  rationalized  that  the 
one  accomplishment  worthy  of  at¬ 
tainment  in  this  sordid  world  was 
to  enjoy  our  immediate  existence  to 
a  maximum  degree.  A  blending  of 
these  psychological  factors  indicates 
that  Americans  as  individuals  were

There  is  something  in  the  air  at 
Residence  Hall— and  it  is  the  smell 
of  fresh  paint,  for  the  rooms  are  be¬ 
ing  redecorated.

Instructor  Finds 
Cold  Weather  in 
‘Sunny’  Southland 

In  a  letter  to  President  Lamkin, 
Mr.  Arthur  J.  Cauffield  of  the  geo¬ 
graphy  department,  tells  of  his 
studies  and  vacation  in  the  south. 
Mr.  Cauffield  audited  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Louisiana  at  Baton  Rouge. 
The  letter  in  part  follows: 

“Dear  President  Lamkin, 

“Probably  it  may  seem  appropriate 
to  let  you  know  what  use  I  am 
making  of  my  winter  in  the  south. 

“It  seemed  quite  profitable  for 
the  five  or  six  weeks  I  audited  clas¬ 
ses  in  L.  S.  U.— Baton  Rouge— since 
they  have  quite  a  geography  de¬ 
partment  as  well  as  geology  in  that 
university. 

‘The  professors  and  students  were 
very  courteous  and  showed  such  an 
interest  in  my  attempts  to  find  what 
they  were  doing  in  their  classwork. 

“I  became  interested  as  well  in 
their  educational  psychology  classes. 

“In  our  attempts  to  explore 
Florida  we  were  almost  frozen  out. 
They  are  not  prepared  for  such 
weather;  hence,  lack  of  heat,  and 
frozen  water  pipes  made  us  wish  we 
were  back  in  Missouri  by  our  fur¬ 
nace  heat— so  while  we  were  waiting 
in  Miami  for  it  to  warm  up  an  op¬ 
portunity  came  along  to  see  some  of 
Cuba,  through  the  courtesy  of  a 
native  Cuban. 

“I  became  much  interested  in 
Louisiana  and  its  formations  about 
the  old  Mississippi  delta — its  many 
salt  domes,  oil  wells,  and  sulphur 
production. 

"Florida  is  built  up  more  of  beach 
sands  and  gravel,  and  the  great 
amount  of  coral  rock  formations.  Its 
various  fruit  productions,  cocoanut 
trees,  and  Royal  palms  afford  a  var¬ 
ied  interest.  % 

“Am  on  my  way  to  one  of  your 
last’  summer  educational  centers, 
then  we  hope  to  see  more  of  the 
historic  centers  of  Florida,  Virginia, 
and  the  Carolines.  .  .’’

“Ugh”,  exclaimed  your  reporter  as 
lie  sank  down  in  his  chair,  his  hair 
dishevelled,  his  shirt  torn  apart,  and 
ills  previously  neatly  arranged  tie 
fluttering  in  all  directions.  It  had 
required  the  assistance  of  two  of  the 
brawniest  football  players  to  escort 
him  through  a  mob  of  wild-eyed 
furies  who  had  laid  siege  to  the 
Missourian  office,  whose  number 
was  constantly  augmented  by  new 
arrivals  and  who  craned  their  necks 
in  order  to  lok  at  what? 

The  reason?  The  list  of  nomin¬ 
ations  for  the  Tower  Queen  for  the 
year  1940  which  had  been  posted 
on  the  door  of  the  Missourian  office 
during  the  noon  hour  and  which 
now  was  beleaguered  by  a  horde  of 
direful  females  who  had  climbed  the 
stairs  with  the  eager  expectation  of 
not  finding  their  name  on  the  list.

As  a 
precaution  against  all  eventualities, 
a  guard  was  stationed  outside  the 
office  door  to  observe  the  strength 
and  the  courage  of  the  opposing 
forces,  and  to  his  equanimity  and 
heroism  we  owe  the  following 
estimate  of  the  enemy's  strength: 

In  the  two  hours,  during  which 
the  danger  of  an  immediate  attack 
was  imminent,  the  enemy  army 
numbered  337  young  women  of  all 
ages  whose  traditional  gladness  of 
heart  had  been  changed  into  bitter 
thirst  for  vengeance.  Our  reliable 
source  reports  that  number  could 
be  split  up  into  the  following  cate¬ 
gories  : 

183  blondes 
31  redheads 

123  brunettes. 

An  astonishing  number  of  spec¬ 
tacle-wearers,  namely  97,  were  re¬ 
ported  among  the  enemy,  nnd  our 
source,  in  remarking  upon  this 
phenomenon,  explained  that  he  felt 
himself  in  imminent  danger  of  being  { 
devoured  by  ninety-seven  pairs  of 
owls-eyes.

Individual  conferences  may  be  ar¬ 
ranged  at  any  time  from  1:30  to  4

be  scheduled  at  15  minute  intervals 
through  Tuesday  afternoon,  Wednes¬ 
day,  Thursday,  and  Friday  except 
during  the  periods  when  there  are 
group  meetings.  Appointments  may 
be  made  in  the  office  of  the  Director 
of 'Personnel  for  Women. 

Tire  purpose  of  these  conferences 
will  be  that  competent  persons  will 
have  the  opportunity  of  helping  any¬ 
one  interested  to  appraise  his  strong 
points  and  weak  points  in  general 
appearance,  speech,  posture,  diet 
and  weight,  clothing,  color  and  line 
in  costume,  and  grooming.

The  remainder  of  the  hour  will  be 
used  for  discussion  of  the  questions 
which  will  be  turned  in  at  the  Ques¬ 
tion  Box.  This  box  will  be  placed  in 
the  corridor  on  the  second  floor  of 
tlie  Administration  Building  on 
March  7.  These  questions  may  be 
on  anything  regarding  personal  ap¬ 
pearance  or  personal  effectiveness 
a  student  wishes  to  ask. 

The  final  feature  of  the  Personal 
Appraisal  Week  will  be  a  demon¬ 
stration  in  the  auditorium.  This 
feature,  scheduled  for  Friday,  will 
attempt  to  present  graphically  the 
points  stressed  during  the  week. 
Numerous  costumes  will  be  modelled 
by  members  of  the  student  body.

The  College  farm  has  also  been 
testing  other  crops  such  as  wheat 
and  oats.  Tiie  tests  are  performed 
to  determine  yields,  resistance  to 
disease  and  general  hardiness  of  the 
plant.  The  information  gained  from 
these  experiments  is  passed  on  to 
the  farmers  of  Northwest  Missouri.

Letter  From 
Abe  Lincoln  on 
Exhibit  Here 


Last  Monday,  February  12, 
was  the  131st  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  the  sixteenth  presi¬ 
dent,  Abraham  Lincoln.

Tire  letter,  presented  to  the 
College  by  the  G.  A.  R.,  follows: 

Springfield,  Sept.  30,  1857 
"Hon.  R.  Yates, 

Dear  Sir: 

Your  letter,  called  out  by  the 
letter  of  J.  O.  Johnson,  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  me  on  my  return  from 
Chicago. 

Mr.  Johnson  wrote  the  letter 
by  consent  with  me,  and  is  en¬ 
tirely  reliable.  He  is  a  new¬ 
comer,  but  he  can  devote  more 
time  to  getting  up  an  organiza¬ 
tion  than  anyone  X  know,  who 
knows  as  well  as  he  how  to  get 
it.  ' 

And  now,  let  me  say,  I  wish 
you  could  make  up  your  mind  to 
come  to  the  Legislature  from 
Morgan  next  time.  You  can  be 
elected  and  I  doubt  some  wheth¬ 
er  any  other  friend  can.  It 
will  be  something  of  a  sacrifice 
to  you,  but  can  you  not  make  it?
